An Address to England and 
By Brigadier General M. L. Hornby 
of Lethbridge, Alberta 


It is time that England and Canada 
Should get together and come to agree- 
ment on the subject of steps. to be 
taken to promote British Settlement in 
Canada. ® 

Canada's destiny is to be a great 
British nation. That she may realize 
this destiny depends equally on the 
Ol4 Country and on Canada herself. 
A continuous flow of new British 
settlers has long been accepted by 
the majority of Canada’s citizens as 
the aim of her national immigration 
policy; and Overseas Empire Settle- 
ment is the accepted national and 
Empire policy of the Mother Country. 


One cannot but be greatly disturbed 
by the extent to which non-British 
immigration into Canada has increased 
during the past ten years, while 
British immigration decreased. It is 
evident that if vigorous measures are 
not immediately taken to counteract 
the growing preponderance of non- 
British settlers in the Prairie Prov- 
inces, the Canadian West will soon 
completely lose its already fast dis- 
appearing British character. 

It is hardly necessary that I should 
repeat here the detailed figures which 
I have given on several previous oc- 
easions! But I may invite attention 
to two official publications issued by 
the Canadian government, which give 
in a compact form all the information 
and evidence which you are likely to 
need of the serious condition of af- 
fairs, from the British standpoint, now 
existing in western Canada. These 
publications, which are obtainable 
from the King’s Printer, at Ottawa, or 
through the Canadian High Commis- 
sioner, in London, arg: The most re- 
cent report of the Department of Im- 
migration and Colonization (Tables 1 
to 5 are of -particular interest), and 
Atlas of the Agriculture, Climate, and 
Population of the Prairie Provinces of 
Canada (1931). (Pages 85 to 9% are of 
particular interest.) 

The kernel of the matter is that 
during the past ten years upwards of 


600,000, so-called “foreign” settlers 
have successfully established them- 
selves in Canada — largely in the 


Prairie Provinces—in whose places 
600,000 Britésh settlers might equally 
well have been established there, to 
the advantage of England, of Canada, 
and of the Empire. One of the results 
of this is that in Saskatchewan, ac- 
cording to the Report of the Sas- 
katchewan Royal Commission on Im- 
migration and Colonization (1930), 
there are now twice as many immi- 
grant residents of non-British as of 
British birth. The position in Alberta 
and Manitoba is much the same. Yet 
throughout the period mentioned the 
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Empire Settlement Act, passed in 1922{ 


with the object of promoting Empire 
Settlement, was in force. Under that 
Act, Parliament authorized the ex- 
penditure of £3,000,000 yearly on Em- 
pire Settlement. Of that- grant only 
an insignificant portion has been spent 
each year: the greater part has re- 
mained unexpended; it has reverted to 
the Treasury; as far as British Over- 
seas Settlement is concerned, it has 
been lost. 

In other words, British Settlement 
in Canada has not received the finan- 
cial support which. it has needed, and 
which Parliament intended that it 
should have. The grave warning of 
Alberta's Premier, given in London in 
1929, went unheeded: “The proportion 
of immigrants to Canada,” he said, “is 
each year overwhelmingly in favor of 
the central European races... The 
majority of people coming to Alberta 
are not British ...1I think that one 
of the gravest Empire problems of the 
day is that of inducing the Empire to 
take an interest in itself before the 
outsides steps in...” 

It seems clear that a change of 
methods is needed as regards British 
settlement in Canada. A concrete and 
comprehensive plan is needed — one 
which will aim at sending to Canada 
all the immigrants which Canada may 
need for the next ten or fifteen years, 
and which will make their proper 
settlement there its definite objective 
—that is to say, to establish them in 
self-supporting farm homes. Why 
should not an agreement on the above 
lines be come to between the United 
Kingdom and Canada? 

I believe that the present is an all- 
important juncture in the development 
of the Canadian West, deeply affecting 
her position in and relationship to the 
British Empire. Western Canada is 
certain to increase in population and 
in developed resources during the next 
ten or fifteen years. If she at the 
same time still further increases her 
present preponderance of non-British 
settlers, she will inevitably—if im- 
perceptibly—drift away from all that 
is British, Why should she not be 
filled up with families of British birth, 
having British ideals of national life, 
and the traditions of England and the 
British Empire? 

The standpoint from which I look at 
the matter is that of an Englishman 
who has known something of land 
settlement and development in Canada 
during the past fifty years, and has 
lived for the last nine years in the 
Canadian West, developing and farm- 
ing his own lands, and in close touch 
with the problems and progress of 
colonization there. During those nine 
years I have watched the flow of 
British settlers into the Prairie Prov- 
ineces decrease and dry up, while the 
tide of non-British settlers has gained 
strength; I have seen the greater part 
of the vacant lands around me taken 
up by farmers of non-British birth— 
chiefly central Europeans—while the 
Empire Settlement Act has remained 
inoperative or ineffectual as far as 
land settlement by British settlers is 
concerned, 

The population conditions in the 
Prairie Provinees of Canada are caus- 
ing deep concern to very many of us 
who live there. We desire above all 
things to maintain and strengthen that 
most desirable of all the tiles that 
unite us to the Mother Country—the 
tie of kinship. But this tie is weaken- 
ing. We are not receiving from the 
Ol4 Country the immigration which 
should naturally come to us. 

Attention is, no doubt, being. given 
to the economic and financial side of 
Overseas Settlement, but its Empire 
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te Canada’ aspect is not receiving sufficient con- 


sideration. Economic and financial 
considerations cannot, of course, be 
neglected, but we must not allow them 
to obseure and to exclude the National 
and Empire viewpoint of this great 
question. It is true that we are living 
in the midst of most trying economic 
conditions, and of financial perplexi- 
ties, which naturally occupy a fore- 
most place in our minds; but I believe 
that we are more likely to assess 
those conditions and perplexities at 
their real value, and therefore to over- 
come them, if we give more thought 


to our destiny as an Empire, concen- 
trating our minds on those aims and 


ideals which have always hitherto oc- 
cupied a most important place in our 
national and Empire policies—the de- 
velopment of our heritage and its con- 
solidation, 

The position of the Old Country and 
of Canada may be summarized as fol- 
lows:— 

England has a large surplus popu- 
lation, and the policy of successive 
governments for many years past has 
been to distribute this surplus pepula- 
tion over the Empire; Parliament has 
voted the money to carry out this 
policy; families of the right type for 
Overseas Settlement are available and 
desirous of migrating. 

Canada needs more British people, 
and is ready to receive families of the 
right type, as soon as arrangements 
can be made to settle them on the land 
in such a way that they shall be self- 
supporting. 

What is there, then, to stand in the 
way of a comprehensive plan of 
British settlement in Canada being 
carried into effect without further de- 
lay?

The 12 cheese factories reported an 
output of 1,439,315 pounds of cheese, 
an increase of 38 per cent over the: 
1931 output. 

The honey crop .for 1932 was esti- 
mated at 550,000 pounds, a decrease of 
265,000 pounds compared with the 
previous year. 

The total yield of wheat was 164,- 
000,000 bushels, as against 136,000,000 
the previous year. The 1931 crop 
brought $48,960,000 and the 1932 $44,- 
280,000, 

In 1932 the province produced 101,-

Swings of Prices 


The effect of psychology as a factor 
in price-making is illustrated as the 
tide turns. When values are falling | 
everybody is afraid to buy or to pro- | 


duce for fear that what he buys or; 
makes will be worth less than cost. 
As production is slackened men go out 
of work or on part time. Buying | 
power is thus reduced and demand for 
other goods slackens. In consequence 
more factories close or go on part 
time, and so the spiral descends into 
the depths. When the upturn finally 
occurs everybody wants to buy or to 
produce because the sooner he spends 
his money the more he gets for it. 
Thus the tempo of business and of 
employment is quickened, perhaps 
gradually at first but finally into an- 
other boom crescendo marked by over- 
extension of credit, this precipitating 
another crash. Hence the tremendous 
surge of prices, of credit, of invest- 
ment and of employment downwards 
or upwards according to the pulse of 
the situation, It is not altogether the 
relation of supply to demand, nor of 
merchandise to currency, but some- 
what the general opinion that counts, 
This is what makes or unmakes cre- 
dit, which nowadays supplements cur- 
rency many fold. To the extent that 
psychology affects price, investment, 
credit and employment it may be said 
that as the business world thinketh, 


so is it. 


Pasteurize Milk From Cows With 
Contagious Abortion

sumption. Dr. George Hilton, Veter- 
inary Director General, Ottawa, and 
Dr. Allan C, Rankin, of the Faculty of 
Medicine, University of Alberta, both 
assure us that proper pasteurization 
will destroy the Brucella abortus or- 
ganisms, rendering the milk safe for 
human consumption, Dr, Rankin adds 
that boiling for three minutes would 
do the same. Pasteurization is, how- 
ever, the preferable treatment.

Drawing Blood Samples For Agglu- 
tination Test 


Symptoms suggest contagious ab- 
ortion in a dairy herd. There is no 
veterinarian in the district, Could a 
medical practitioner take samples of 
blood for the agglutination test?

Ans: Dr, George Hilton, the Vet- 
erinary Director General, Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa, advises that 
in such a case if arrangements could 
be made with the doctor to draw the 
blood samples it would be quite satis- 
factory, and sterile vials would be for- 
warded for the purpose.

Can We Raise Enough Hogs For 
The Coast? 


Maybe some of Mr. Albright's audi- 
tors on this winter's live stock meet- 
ing circuit interpreted the suggestion 
that approximately 60 per cent of the 
farm income might come from cash 
grain to mean that caution was re- 
quired in developing their live-stock 
business, Caution should be born of 
understanding. Maybe we can visua- 
lize just where the Peace River stands 
in the hog business if realizing that 
the commercial hog marketings of the 
whole Peace area would have to be in- 
creased fivefold to have anything left 
if the British Columbia coast decided 
these North hogs tasted better than 
any other prairie hogs. And again if 
British Columbia's over-the-mountain 


imports this past year were worked, 


out in an approximation of how many 
bushels of wheat it would take to raise 
them, why over half of the last six 
years average annual wheat crop of 
the Peace River district would be little 
enough, 

So, how many hogs does British 
Columbia take from the prairies? How 
many hogs would be needed to raise 
to feed all the rest of our Peace River 
wheat after we had sold enough of all 
grains to give us 60 per cent of our 
income in cash grain? That's all the 
silly questions I can think of just now. 
The answer may be interesting, how- 
ever,

Hulless Oats 
In the rearing of both chicks and 


pigs it seems, from evidence presented 
from various sources, that if you can 
cut down the crude fibre content 
either by using hulless oats or by 
screening the hulls you get much bet- 
ter results. This has led me to in- 
vestigate -the merits of hulless oate 
From what I can find Laurel Ott. 477 
is the best selection. Is it especially 
subject to disease or shattering? 
Alta. B, I. 
Ans: The idea of cutting down the 
crude-fibre content of the grain ra- 
tion of young pigs and chickens by 
using screened or hulless oats is all 
right up to a certain point, though it 
can be over-stressed. In feeding tests 
at Beaverlodge the exclusive use of 
hulless oats tended to excessive fat- 
tening of both pigs and chickens, the 
latter becoming almost too fat to lay. 
To a reasonable extent hulless oats are 
advantageous and we would encour- 
age the growing of a limited acreage. 


Laurel is the variety favored by the 
Cereal Division, but the writer prefers 
Liberty 0.480. Though Laurel out- 
yields Liberty by ten per cent or so 
the former is two or three days later 
and sometimes in dry years too short 
in the straw for convenient harvest- 
ing. In normal seasons nearly every- 
one would prefer Laurel, but our ex- 
perience goes back to 1922 and 1924. 


Hulless oats are very much subject 
to smut infestation but this can be 
completely controlled with copper car- 
bonate, providing one treats systema- 
tically from the beginning and thus 
never allows the smut to get a start, 
Both these varieties of hulless oats 
are stiff in the straw and resistant to 


shattering, although some waste oc- 
casionally occurs from the spikelet 
breaking off, 

A serious fault is the tendency of 
hulless oats to revert to the hull-re- 
taining type, probably as a result of 
hybridization, 


Some few farmers huve for years 
been growing hulless oats with satis- 
faction, seeding a limited acreage eve- 
ry two or three years and carrying 
them over, 

Hulless oats are not recommended 
to take the place of other sorts for 
general stock feeding. 


HARVESTING IN INDIA 


Harvest time varies in different 
parts of India between March and 
April. The wheat is allowed to get 
dead ripe before it is harvested and 
cutting is all done by hand by means 
of small hooks, The cutting is gen- 
erally done by labourers on the share 
system, but in some parts of India the 
crop can be cut and tied into bundles 
for a contract cash payment of ap- 
proximately a dollar an acre, From 
the harvest fields the gbundles are 
brought in carts to the threshing floor 
where the grain is trodden out by 
bullocks. These bullocks walk round 
a central pole to which they are tied, 
treading out the grain as they go 
round, The work is irksome and slow 
and in addition to separating the 
grain, the action of the hoofs of the 
bullocks is to brulze and break up the 
dry straw into small fragments, This 
broken etraw is known a8 bhusa and 
is the chief form of cattle fodder for 
the rest of the year, The grain is 
winnowed from the chaff by hand 


during the prevalence of hot dry weat

Regulations in West Africa provide 
that the country of origin must appear 
as an integral part of the label of all 


imports and no exception is made, 
says the Canadian Trade Commis- 
sioner. With regard to butter for 


which there is a demand packed tn 
cans, the butter should come in purple 
or magenta cans, hermetically sealed, 
with a black and white label, showing 
coWs grazing in a field, or the picture 
of a cow. The reason for this is 
that the native buys almost entirely 
by the picture or brand. The labels 
must be marked “Produce of Canada” 
together with the net weight of con- 
tents, There is a market for Cana- 
dian condensed milk, but special labels 
must be devised to appeal to the na- 
tive psychology. 


The evident selection exerted by if- 
sect pests for certain individual trees 
or for trees in a definite condition of 
health is a matter of the greatest im- 
portance, Tt is well known that even 
at the height of a severe outbreak 
certain individual trees may be more 
or completely exempt from = in- | 
jury.

LAMB IN THE SHOP 


Lamb as it comes to the consumer 
varies in character according to the 
season. There is a limited quantity 


of very young lamb found on the mar- 
ket at Christmas time, It has a deli- 
cacy equal to the finest of poultry 
meat. The majority of early lambs 
are marketed for the Easter trade and 
“Easter Lamb" is well-known as one 
of the high-class products. The cuts 
are small and very desirable for spe- 
cial occasions. During the spring and 
early summer, there is a steadily in- 
creasing supply of young lamb, and 
July and August lamb is still “baby” 


lamb of specially fine quality and 
tenderness. As lambs grow older, 
they develop. a particular flavor. 
Meat from such lambs is marketed 


from September to the end of Novem- 
ber, and may be purchased at very 
reasonable’ prices. From December 
until the end of April, fresh lamb is 
supplied from lambs that have been 
egrain-fed and specially fattened for 
the winter market. Though the ex- 
periment of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture in extending the fresh 
lamb season by _ bringing western 
lambs to the east for finishing, plenty 
of fresh lamb will be available in the 
future 


NECESSITY OF RESEARCH 


Speaking of the danger to agricul- 
tural research in that the specialist 
may become so fascinated with the; 
intricacies of the problem that he 
forgets the end to which his resear- 
ches are directed, Sir A. Daniel Hall 
told the Canadian Society of Techni- 
cal Agriculturists that those directing 
research should try to ensure that ail 
the workers made contacts with the 
practical man. “This high specializa- 
tion exists” he said, “It is inevitable; 
and we cannot get the best work done 
and we cannot solve or even get an 
appreciation of many of the difficult 
problems that are before us unless 
we have such specialists, each at lib- 
erty to go on working in his own way, 
and pursuing his particular bent to 
the utmost. But can we do something 
to make these people human? In or- 
der to do that, let us try to ensure 
that they have contacts with agricul- 
ture itself.” 


NEW MILK RULES IN QUEBEC 

By the new rules in the Proyince of 
Quebec, the transpor:ation of milk or 
cream from producer to the distribu- 
ter by any motor or animal-drawn 
vehicle is authorized only between the 
hours of § and 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, standard time, between May 1 and 
November 1. On Saturday evenings, 
however, milk or cream may be trans- 
ported to country factories between 
5 and 9 during the same period, From 
November 1 to May 1, transportation 
is allowed only between 5 a.m, and 1 
p.m., and on Saturdays between 5 p.m, 
and 9 p.m, 


POULTRY ON THE PRAIRIES 


That the Prairies are appreciating 
the poultry route is being recognized 
says the Dominion Poultry Husband- 
man, for in three years the poultry 
ponulation of the three Prairie Pro- 
vinces increased over four million, and 
in 1931 nearly one half of Canada’s 
poultry was upon the prairies. In the 
whole of Canada there is only one 
province, Ontario, that has more poul- 
try than Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
Of the millions of bushels of grain 
consumed by poultry each year, near- 
ly one half of it is fed In these three 
provinces, Saskatchewan alone has 
nearly as many head of poultry as the 


provinces of Prince Edward Island, 
British Columbia and Quebec com- 
bined. 


CANNED IN CANADA 


It is no longer necessary to be a 
tirely dependent upon the seasonal) 
supply of fresh fruit and vegetables 
because with modern usages the fine 
quality of fresh products is retained 
in the preserved state, Canned pro- 
ducts are no longer an indleation of 
inferiority, nor is it now profitable to 
can over-ripe or damaged, under- 
sized fruits, The competition and: the 
Government regulations, together with 
the scientific development of the huge 
canning industry, involving millions of | 
dollars, ensure that the purchaser may 
obtain excellent products. Canning 
establishments require a permit or 
license to operate, and are subject to 
inapection by officers of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. These 
establishments are compelled to main- 
tain sanitary conditions and the labels 
used must indicate a true and correct 
description of the contents. Bamples 
are frequently taken and subjected to 
offielal examination to ensure purity, 
cleanliness, and correct deseription.
